May twenty-four (four, eight, ten and two) respected Tirthankars, who have been 
liberated and have attained the Siddha state, grant me the boon of salvation 5

represent images of Tirthankaras placed by Universal Monarch Bharata, in four 
directions of Mount Ashtapad. 
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
